California Attorney Gen- 
eral Stanley Mosk told SAC 
faculty members and stu- 
dents last Friday that the 
controversial John Birch 
Society is “misguided,” but 
he doesn’t feel it is neces- 
to hold an investigation. 

“They’re just a political 
organization,’’ Mosk told 
El Don reporters. ‘I don’t care 
about investigating groups like 
that.” 

Mosk made a rare Orange 
County appearance last week 
when he addressed a political sci- 
ence group on “The Role of the 
Attorney General in Government 
Today.” 

He said three new bureaus 
have been created under his au- 
thority, and briefly outlined 
them as follows: 

Consumer Frauds 


1. Consumer Frauds—a divis- 
ion designed to prevent persons 
from taking advantage of the 
gullability of others. This in- 
cludes the investigation of frau- 
dulent land sales, Cancer quacks 
and dance studio gimmicks. 

2. Anti-Trust System — This 
section is especially concerned 
with public bidding. Mosk said 
that under the previous anti- 
trust law, the Cartwright Act, 
only four actions were instituted 
in 52 years. 


Constitutional Rights 


8. Constitutional Rights Bur- 
eau—A section established to as- 
sure first class citizenship for the 
people of California. It also 
deals with problems of discrimi- 
nation in fields other than em- 
ployment, such as housing. 


Mosk, seeking re-election on 
the Democratic ticket, added 
that California has the distinct- 
ion of having more cases before 
the United States Supreme Court 
than any other public or private 
agency in the country. 


Criminal Lab 


Mosk explained that California 
has the largest criminal lab ‘“‘west 
of the FBI,” adding that cata- 
logues more than 10,000 finger- 
prints a month. | 

Following the attorney gener- 
al’s speech, he answered a myr- 
iad of questions, ranging from 
tideland oil disputes to the Colo- 
rado River dispute raging be- 
tween California and Arizona. 


Francis Amendment 


Mosk’s only comment on the 
Louis Francis amendment was “I 
can’t give an answer now.” He 
said his office will have an opin- 
ion “in a week or two” on the 
constitutionality of the proposed 
amendment. 

California voters will be asked 
to approve the Louis Francis 
measure next month, which 
would impose stronger penalties 
on Communists.

Throughout Southern 
California polio clinics— 
“Sabin on Sundays’—will 
begin Oct. 21 and 28. 


Type I vaccine will be 
dispensed from six locat-

Humanity may be rid of polio 
forever. Authorities believe Polio 
would be stamped out if 90 per 
cent of the population took Sa- 
bin oral polio vaccine. 


Sabin is the oral vaccine which 
replaces Salk vaccine given by 
hypodermic needle. Two drops 
of vaccine are placed on a sugar 
cube and eaten. The vaccine is 
Penaeses tasteless by the sugar 
cube. 


Recent controversy concerning 
the oral vaccine is whether Type 
III is safe for adults. The answer 
is an unknown and eagerly await- 
ed mystery. Most Sabin vaccine 
dispensing centers have adopted 
Type III at this time. 


Sixteen cases of polio in the 


nation were discovered among 
those who had taken the vaccine. 
a hirvenn of these were of Type 


It is believed by the Advisory 
Committee on Oral Polio Vaccine 
that there is sufficient evidence 
to indicate at least some of these 
cases were caused by Type III 
vaccines. However, this risk is 
approximately within range of 
less than one case per million 
doses. 

Those who have taken Salk 
polio shots should also take the 
Sabin as it offers immunity to 
other types of polio and reduces 
“wild” polio virus that may be 
carried by a person who does not 
have the disease. 


Clinics may be attended by 
anyone. However, a permission 
form should be signed before g0- 
ing to the clinic. Forms will be 
available on campus next week 
in the administration office, and 
the nurse’s office. Students un- 
der 21 must have the form signed 
by a parent or guardian. The cost 
is 25 cents.
